TRIBUTES were paid this week to 
Andrew Rowe, Conservative MP 
for Faversham and Mid Kent, who 
died aged 73 on Friday after a 
battle with cancer. 

The liberal-leaning 
Tory championed the 
rights of the under¬ 
privileged and chal¬ 
lenged Margaret That¬ 
cher over racism in the 
party - which meant 
he never achieved 
ministerial office. 

Mr Rowe served 18 
years in Parliament 
from 1983-2001 and 
was regarded as some- MISSED: Andrew Rowe 
thing of a mavenck - 

campaigning on behalf of minority groups, 
supporting small businesses, and enthusiasti¬ 
cally endorsing the European Union. 

Current MP Hugh Robertson said: “Andrew 
Rowe was a Kent MP for nearly 20 years who 
will be particularly remembered for his fight 
on behalf of constituents blighted by the 
Channel Tunnel rail link. 

“He was a man of huge moral courage and 
great integrity, underpinned by strong 
Christian beliefs, who was liked and respected 
by friends and opponents alike. He was 
extraordinarily kind and generous to me as his 
successor and all our thoughts are very much 
with his wife Sheila and the family.” 

The views were echoed by members of the 
local business community. 

Faversham Enterprise Partnership boss 
Laurence Young said: “We were all very upset

Town gearing up 
for the beginning 
of festive season 


FAVERSHAM’S annual 
Christmas lights display is 
set to be unveiled at 5pm on 
Saturday. 

The town will be lit up following a 
parade which starts an hour earlier 
and large crowds are expected to 
gather in the Market Place and 
along major streets for an event 
which continues to grow in popularity. 

Father Christmas is expected to 
turn on the lights which will remain 
in place until January 6. 

They have been installed over the 
last few days and among the most 
impressive is a life-sized Santa figure 
on top of the hall in the town centre. 

Celebrity 

Visitors are also greeted by a 
smiling Father Christmas face as 
they walk down the street from the 
railway station to the shopping area. 

The town has one of the most pop¬ 
ular pre-Christmas parades in the 
county and regularly sees crowds 
packed into the centre. 

Last year, they were backed up as 
far as Woolworths in one direction and 
the start of Abbey Street in the other. 

Traditionally the lights are switched 
on by a town dignitary, Father 
Christmas or a group of children 
rather than a celebrity booked for the 
occasion as the organisers feel that is

more appropriate for a local festival. 

Stephen Sherlock, chairman of the 
Community Christmas Lights group, 
said: “Each festive season the streets 
are zigzagged with several miles of 
cable carrying thousands of brightly 
coloured bulbs, while shop fronts are 
adorned with seasonal features and 
illuminated Christmas trees. 

“The centrepiece each year is the 
Market Place with a huge tree domi¬ 
nating the square and strings of 
lights reaching it from every direc¬ 
tion. Above the post office is a special 
seasonal greeting, turn another cor¬ 
ner and find a larger-than-life 
Christmas candle.” 

The lights are organised by a group 
of volunteers who first got together 
in 1983. 

It receives some cash from the town 
council and Swale council, but mem¬ 
bers are largely responsible for rais¬ 
ing their own funds. 

“All the hard work of erecting the 
displays is carried out by volunteers 
- often in cold and wet conditions,” 
said Mr Sherlock. “Nevertheless the 
work goes ahead and a display is 
provided for all to enjoy.”

to hear the news - he was the first 
MP for the newly-formed constituen¬ 
cy and a great servant to the town.” 

Members of the Faversham Society, 
the Conservative Party in London 
and Swale council also expressed con¬ 
dolences. 

Andrew John Bernard Rowe was 
the son of a stockbroker and person¬ 
nel manager who had been bom in 
the East End of London. 

He served as a sub-lieutenant in the 
Royal Navy during his National Service 
before reading History at Merton 
College, Oxford where he was secre¬ 
tary of the Oxford Union and became 
involved in the Conservative Party. 

After Oxford, he returned to his for¬ 
mer school of Eton as an assistant 
master for four years before joining 
the Civil Service as a principal in the 
Scottish Office. 

Divorced 

Mr Rowe then joined Conservative 
Central Office as director of commu¬ 
nity affairs where he was responsible 
for the voluntary sector, ethnic 
minorities and fostering relations 
with the unions. 

In 1979, he was quoted in a trailer 
for a BBC documentary about the 
Tories saying: “I see my job as trying 
to leave the party marginally less 
racist than I found it.” 

Mr Rowe was twice married, in 1960 
to Alison Boyd - they divorced in 1975 
- and then to Professor Sheila Wirz - 
nee Finkle - in 1983. He leaves a son 
by his first marriage, the actor Nicholas 
Rowe - who appeared in the movie 
Lock Stock and Two Smoking Barrels - 
and two stepdaughters from his second.

UP-MARKET Italian restaurant 
chain Ask is to open a branch as 
part of the massive redevelopment 
of the Tesco store in the town centre. 

Planning permission was granted for the 
licensed premises at a meeting of Swale 
council for an eaterie which will be sited 
along Court Street opposite the Shepherd 
Neame brewery. 

Local members of the business community 
praised the move saying it would be a boost for 
the town during the current period of econom¬ 
ic doom and gloom. 

Laurence Young, Enterprise Partnership 
manager, said: “This can only add to the repu¬ 
tation of Faversham as a place where people 
come to have fine food and drink. 

Reputable 

“Ask is part of an extremely reputable busi¬ 
ness and will complement the restaurants we 
already have in the town.” 

The chain is part of a business which also 
includes the Pizza Express and Zizzi brands. 

They are family orientated places and 
regarded as on the prestige end of the national 
chains with nearly 600 outlets across the UK. 

The application also includes a courtyard 
area which would be made available for people 
to eat outside during good weather. 

Swale’s licensing sub-committee heard the 
parent company - the Gondola Group - had a 
good record in community relations and was 
sympathetic to relevant local issues. 

Concern was raised at the meeting about the 
possibility of antisocial behaviour affecting 
local residents but councillors were satisfied 
the chain had a good reputation in this respect. 

However, it was agreed the outside area be 
cleared of customers by 11pm each evening 
and windows closed to minimise noise. 


The development is part of the Tesco project 
which will see the store itself increase in size 
and a former brewery building being converted 
for residential use in the form of 24 flats. 

Mr Young added: “This new development is a 
welcome one for the town and shows that even 
at times of economic hardship it is regarded as a 


place where businesses can develop and prosper. 

“Faversham is an attractive place for food 
and drink already as we have a large number 
and variety of excellent restaurants, cafes, bars 
and pubs. 

“This family orientated restaurant will add to 
that and complement what we already have.” 


Sheps chief attacks 
raise in alcohol tax 

BREWERY boss Jonathan Neame has 
challenged the Treasury to rethink its 
policy on taxing alcohol in an article 
printed in The Times on Monday. 

The article was timed to coincide with 
the budget announced earlier this week 
which saw duty on alcohol raised to offset 
proposed VAT reductions. 

Entitled ‘the time has come to stand up 
for the great British pub’, Mr Neame said 
the Government is in danger of commit¬ 
ting an act of “gross cultural vandalism” in 
which traditional community pubs and 
brewers are squeezed out under an unsus¬ 
tainable wave of taxation and regulation. 

Mr Neame attacked an “anti-alcohol 
Zeitgeist”, claiming that tax increases on 
alcohol do more harm than good. 

He said: “Excise duty does not reduce 
demand, instead it shifts the point of pur¬ 
chase from the controlled environment of 
the pub, to the discounting, loss-leading 
supermarket, and ultimately to the 
unscrupulous bootlegger. 

“If the anti-alcohol arguments and 
punitive taxes prevail then it will be the 
good guys - the community pubs, the 
small brewers, the local cider makers, 
small winemakers - and not the 
irresponsible retailers that are at risk.”

BNP members' 
names leaked 
on list uploaded 
to the internet 

FOUR people from Faversham 
were named on the leaked list of 
members of the British National 
Party (BNP) last week. 

Yourswale has obtained a full 
list of the names which emerged 
on the internet and quickly made 
their way into the national press - 
believed to have come from a dis¬ 
gruntled ex-member. 

In Kent the total number of 
those named was 388. In the rest 
of Swale the figure was 18. 

Controversy 

The largest number in the coun¬ 
ty were registered at addresses in 
the Medway towns, which had 
around 60 members. 

Release of the list sparked con¬ 
troversy with names from edu¬ 
cation, academia and the police 
force among the members listed, 
along with their full name and 
address. 

The BNP confirmed the list - 
featuring some 13,000 names 
nationwide - was genuine. 

Critics of the far-right party say 
the leak will do considerable harm 
to the party and future members 
amid reports of those listed receiv¬ 
ing abusive phone calls since its 
publication. 


Film to highlight 
town creek's rich 
shipping heritage 


THE story of the shipbuilding indus¬ 
try which grew up along Faversham 
Creek around 90 years ago is told in 
a film being released about the for¬ 
mer James Pollock yard. 

Countrywide Productions, using 
archive footage restored with grants 
obtained by the Faversham Society, is 
releasing the film, A Sideways 
Launch, on DVD. 

A special showing will take place 
next month in the town cinema with 
opportunities to buy the film on DVD 
afterwards. 

The documentary, produced and 
directed by Michael Maloney, 
recounts the history of the shipyard 
established beside the creek by 
James Pollock & Sons (Shipbuilders) 
in 1916 mid-way through the First 
World War. The yard was developed 
at the request of Lord Fisher, the 
First Sea Lord. 

The creek already had a tradition 
of shipbuilding, and the yard soon 
became a major contributor to mar¬ 


kets throughout the world. Vessels 
such as the Molliette and the 
Violette, both constructed unusually 
out of concrete, were the first of more 
than 1,200 ships to be built and 
launched in Faversham between 
1916 and 1969. 

Because of the narrowness of the 
creek, most of these ships had to be 
launched sideways, an unusual and 
spectacular practice. 

The film explores, through inter¬ 
views and archive film, the develop¬ 
ment of the shipyard, with frank and 
often humorous anecdotes from some 
of the workforce. 

A spokesman for Countrywide 
said: “The film is intended to chroni¬ 
cle the history of its shipyard and 
profile the uniqueness of Faversham, 
whilst broadening the community 
view and involvement with heritage.” 

A free public screening of A Sideways 
Launch is to take place at the Royal 
Cinema in the Market Place on 
Wednesday December 3 at 1pm.

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British artists 
'too costly' for 
Wallis statue 


SKY-high demands from 
British artists forced those 
behind a statue of 'bouncing 
bomb’ creator Sir Barnes 
Wallis to commission the 
sculpture from the United 
States. 

The £25,000 bronze statue was 
unveiled last week, after being 
commissioned from Maine-based 
sculptor Tom White. 

It commemorates the trial runs of 
Wallis’s cunning invention off the 
north Kent coast during the World 
War Two. The subsequent raids on 
Germany’s industrial heartland were 
later immortalised in the film The 
Dam Busters, with Michael Redgrave 
portraying Wallis. 

During early 1943, Wallis was a 
frequent visitor to Heme Bay and 
nearby Reculver where the bombs - 
which skipped across the surface of 
the water to evade torpedo nets - were 
tested. 

There was criticism the commission 
for the stature should have been given 
to a local artist. But Heme Bay Town 
Partnership, the organisation behind 
the project, said ‘shopping local’ would 
have added £10,000 to the price tag. 

The commission was put out to 
tender in 2006 and town centre co¬ 
ordinator Chris West said the

partnership was more than happy 
with the results. 

He said: “Initially, people did ask, Why 
are you going to America when you 
could use a British artist?’ But we put 
it out to tender and the response was 
not very inspiring. We thought people 
would be queuing up to do it, but no one 
seemed that interested in taking it on. 

“And even with shipping it in from 
Maine, Tom White quoted a price 
£10,000 lower than anyone in Britain. 

“No one could convince us they could 
do a job to the same standard as Tom.” 

Despite admitting that he had never 
heard of Barnes Wallis or the Dam 
Busters when he took on the task two 
years ago, Mr White rose to the 
challenge, immersing himself in the 
story of Wallis and 617 Squadron. 

He said: “I’m glad we’ve been able to 
pay tribute to such an amazing man in 
this way.” 

However, the unveiling of the 
sculpture has not been without 
controversy, with the plaque describing 
the Dam Busters raid as ‘infamous’. 

Operation Chastise saw 617 
Squadron mount attacks on 
Germany’s Ruhr dams in May 1943. 
They suffered heavy losses but 
breached two dams, providing a huge 
morale boost to the Allies.

VANDALS have wrecked a boat 
owned by Invicta FM breakfast 
show host James Heming, leaving 
it floating upturned off the coast 
of Herne Bay. 

And the popular DJ was left all at sea when 
he made the shock discovery that his pride 
and joy had been trashed and cut adrift from 
its moorings at Tankerton Slopes. 

Now the popular host has been forced to 
write-off the boat he loved. 

It capped a mixed week for Mr Heming 
after being joined on his morning show by 
new co-host Gemma Shepherd, who is 
already proving a hit with listeners. 

But he also learned his cherished 1975 
Laser dingy was missing from its usual 
mooring point. 

It was only when Mr Heming was cycling 
along Tankerton seafront, on his way to a 
party to welcome his new co-host, that he 
noticed the 13ft boat had gone. 

And after telling the story on-air, he was 
able to piece together what had happened. 

It transpired the dingy had been 
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vandalised and pushed into the sea. Luckily, 
a fisherman from Whitstable passed an 
upturned boat three miles off Heme Bay 
and was kind enough to tow it ashore. 

Mr Heming said: “I had to go to Whitstable 
Harbour to identify the boat. I felt like I was 
identifying a body. 

“As they peeled back the covers I could see 
it was my boat and they respectfully covered 
it back up to save me from the horrors that 
lay underneath. 

“Basically, it’s a wreck. To replace all the 
missing and damaged parts would cost more 
than the boat is worth. 

“It’s a shame vandals do this, but this story 
also shows that there are some good guys 
around who are willing to go out of their way 
to return the boat to shore and protect other 
people using the sea.” 

It was announced in September that 
Invicta FM will soon rebrand as Heart, 
becoming part of a national network of 33 
stations with a combined audience of about 
seven million.

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Keep valuables out of 
sight, police warn 


THEFTS in the city are getting odder as the 
credit crunch prompts criminals to try 
anything to get cash. 

And it has brought fresh warnings from 
police about keeping valuables hidden. 

Traditional targets such as sat navs, 
mobile phones and cameras remain popular. 
However, as the economic downturn 
continues, criminals are finding more 
creative ways to make quick cash.

Thanet Way pelicans will 
be upgraded to toucans 

PELICAN crossings across the Thanet Way 
at Chestfield will be upgraded to toucan 
crossings to provide safe passage for cyclists 
crossing the busy road. 

The project is expected to take three weeks, 
during which time the crossings will be 
turned off and the Thanet Way will be taken 
down to one lane each way. 

Toucan crossings are wider than pelican 
crossings and designed for pedestrians and 
cyclists to cross together, hence the name - 
two-can. 

The work will be carried out between the 
two Chestfield roundabouts and the side 
road between them and the medical centre, 
and also on the Chestfield Road.

A shuttle bus service will operate between 
the city’s East and West railway stations and 
the city centre on Saturdays in the run-up to 
Christmas.

East, Canterbury West and Whitefriars. 

The first bus will leave the East station at 
9am and Canterbury West at 9.15am. Buses 
will run every 30 minutes, with the last one 
leaving Whitefriars at 5.30pm.

The tutor organiser for the Kent branch of adult education specialists the Workers' Educational 
Association (WEA), which provides courses on a range of subjects across the county, talks to Ed Hill 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


Q 


What is the history of the group? 


A The WEA began in 1903, at a time when 
there was no educational provision for 
working class adults. Democratic choice was 
established, whereby students have a say in 
the courses offered, that choice is continued 
through the branch programme to this day. 


Q 


How did you first get involved with the organisation? 


I began as tutor on a women and health 
course in Deal and I developed a communi¬ 
ty and health action programme in Dover. 




What sorts of courses are run by the WEA and how are 
they organised? 

The branch programme is organised by 
student volunteers who hold meetings in 
their localities to review the programme and 
decide what they want to offer in the future. It 
is then my role to provide professional tutors, 
and to oversee and support the programmes. 

The community programme in Kent 
includes health, wellbeing and parenting 
courses, some of which are accredited through 
the Open College Network. Alongside this pro¬ 
gramme we offer IT, numeracy, and literacy 
courses. We also offer courses to adults with 
learning difficulties. All of these courses are 
designed and adapted to meet the needs of 
particular groups. In addition, we have a 
workplace programme, offered in partnership 
with Unison, offering courses that meet the 
' 3 of specific groups of workers. 


Q 


I What do you think adult courses offer to people? 


Our branch programme offers people the 
chance to learn what they want to learn, in 
venues selected by their branch volunteers, 
with tutors who are experts in their particular 
fields. Many of our students have been with us 
for decades and are proud of the WEA tradi¬ 
tion of lifelong learning. 

Our community programme aims to reach 
people who may have had a negative experi¬ 
ence of school or live in disadvantaged areas. 
The first stage is normally confidence-build¬ 
ing, helping people identify and express their 
own needs and where they want to go. We then 
point our students towards progression routes, 
with the WEA or other learning providers. 

We have many examples of courses changing 
people’s lives. Every student completes an 
evaluation form so we are able to gauge how 
well they have learnt and how they have 
responded to the course. 

Q How do people go about finding what courses are in 
their area? 

The Southern Regional office is in 
Rochester and there is a telephone number 
for all enquiries: 0800 3281060. People can 
also look at our website: wea.org.uk/southem 
or they can email us at southem@wea.org.uk.

What is the government's commitment to lifelong 
learning? 

The WEA is recognised and supported by 
central and local government. At present, 


the government is prioritising vocational 
courses, numeracy, literacy and skills for life 
courses. All at the WEA would like there to be 
more recognition of the social value of lifelong 
learning courses, which make up the majority 
of our branch programme and provide a life¬ 
line to many students. 

S is modern technology a help or hindrance to what you 
do? Do people really need to go on courses in this day 
age of the internet? 

A Courses provide an opportunity for our stu¬ 
dents to meet like-minded people and 
share ideas. The internet provides a wealth of 
information but I don’t think it comes close to 
the experience of researching your subject by 
doing the foot-work and sharing it with a 
group of students, who are there because they 
want to be there. I am very worried about the 
isolation that is spreading among communi¬ 
ties, much of which can be attributed to over¬ 
reliance on technology. On balance, I would say 
modem technology is a great help but it can 
never replace the energy and social-interac¬ 
tion of a classroom. 

Do you have any heroes that have inspired you in life? 

I was inspired by the community arts 
movement in the 1980s, and some of the 
tutors who taught me that, however skilled or 
knowledgeable we are, creativity is central to 
personal and social development. Unfort¬ 
unately this is hard to measure by ticking 
boxes and so it falls off the agenda all too often.

New limits on booze 
cruisers hits Kent 


BUSINESSES and ports in Kent 
will be hardest hit by a vote in the 
European Parliament that threat¬ 
ens to end booze cruise trade, the 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party has warned. 

Nigel Farage, a MEP for the South East, 
criticised the new guidelines, which would cut 
the amount of cigarettes and alcohol Brits can 
bring back from the Continent, blaming the 
move on “appalling puritans”. 

Under the rules the tobacco allowance will be 
slashed by nearly 90 per cent and booze limits 
by half. It is tough enough with the fall of the 
pound against the euro,” said Mr Farage. 

“A booze cruise to Calais or Boulogne is a 
good fun day out and very good for Kent, good 
for Kent business and good for the ports. 

“If you take away the cheap fags and booze,

people will not go in big numbers and who 
does that benefit? 

“It is just these appalling puritans wanting 
to control every aspect of our lives and people 
will go on smoking and drinking of course.” 

But those in favour of the guidelines on cross- 
Channel shopping said it would put a stop to 
cheap alcohol and cigarettes being resold. 

In a knife-edge vote last week, 328 MEPs 
were in favour and 319 were against the strict 
new guidelines for “personal consumption”. 

Three out of 10 South East Euro-MPs, who 
represent Kent, voted in favour of the legisla¬ 
tion, which could come into force in two years’ 
time - Caroline Lucas, leader of the Green 
Party, Lib Dem Sharon Bowles and Labour’s 
Peter Skinner. 

MEPs backed new guidelines of 400 ciga¬ 


rettes, 200 cigarillos and 100 cigars, compared 
with UK Customs limits for returning trav¬ 
ellers of 3,200 cigarettes, 400 cigarillos and 
200 cigars. 

With drink, the European parliament 
defined personal consumption as five litres of 
spirits, 45 litres of wine and 55 litres of beer, as 
opposed to UK Customs guidelines for person¬ 
al consumption as ten litres of spirits, 90 litres 
of wine and 110 litres of beer. 

Mr Farage said he planned to fight the cuts. 

“I think there is going to be intensive 
lobbying against it now. Kent will be hardest- 
hit because there is nowhere else you can fea¬ 
sibly go for a day trip to France from.” 

However, a spokeswoman for ferry operators 
P&O said it did not think the new rules would 
affect its trade. “There will still be no legal 
limit on the amount of goods you can bring 
back. They are levels, not limits. They are a 
guide for customs officers to work by.” 


Fashion queen

INTERNATIONAL designer Karen Millen 
will go back to her roots today when she 
attends a seminar at the University for the 
Creative Arts. 

The Maidstone-bom designer, who stud¬ 
ied at the Rochester university - then

Sheelagh Wright will present a lecture on 
the Gateway School of Fashion in South 
Africa, set up for designers affected by HIV. 

The school was opened by the Hope HIV 
charity, with support from Ms Millen, Mrs 
Wright and UCA Rochester. 

The two women visited the poverty- 
stricken Pietermaritzburg area in 2006. 

Inspired by what they saw, the designers 
began work on opening the Gateway School 
in a run-down former prison. 

After two years the school finally opened its 
doors to 22 students in January. 

Ms Millen, who lives in Wateringbury said: 
“It would be a dream come true if one of the 
students became an international designer.”

Hospital failing on 
infection measures 

A SPOTCHECK at Medway Maritime 
Hospital found breaches of the Government’s 
hygiene code, the health watchdog has 
revealed. 

The Healthcare Commission published the 
results of unannounced inspections of 51 hos¬ 
pital trusts across the country on Monday. 

It found Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
was failing to ensure staff involved in patient 
care received sufficient training on infection 
control and prevention measures. 

Inspectors also found the Medway trust was 
not providing suitable hand-washing facilities 
and antibacterial hand rubs. 

KOS Media has been running a campaign to 
highlight the importance of hand-washing in 
the battle against superbugs such as MRSA 
and Clostridium difficile alongside the NHS in 
the county. 

The most serious breaches of the hygiene 
code were found within Bromley Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which was issued with an 
improvement notice which requires urgent 
action to be taken to safeguard patients. 

The commission found all areas where health¬ 
care is provided at the trust were not suitable for 
the purpose, kept clean or maintained in good 
condition, and there was a lack of effective 
arrangements for instruments and other equip¬ 
ment to be decontaminated at the trust. 

Across the country only five trusts were com¬ 
pliant with all parts of the hygiene code.

Government's verdict could 
be last orders for our pubs 


THE last few years have not been 
kind to pub landlords and pub- 
goers will find it hard to disagree 
with Shepherd Neame supremo 
Jonathan Neame’s rant in The 
Times newspaper this week. 

The local brewery boss went as far as accusing 
the government of “gross cultural vandalism” 
following years of increased alcohol taxation, 
leading to locals closing at an alarming rate. 

While Mr Neame, whose company operates 
375 pubs in the south east, has something of a 
vested interest, the basic argument is hard to 
fault. It’s hard to see how raising the tax on 
alcohol is going to help matters when the only 
people it seems to be penalising are landlords 
and those who prefer the pub to the park bench. 

Because supermarkets can afford to sell at a 
loss it is still possible to buy a three-litre bottle 
of cider for three quid - cheaper than a pint in 
many Kent pubs these days. 

Now, there is no way that situation can pos¬ 


sibly lead to less binge drinking. In fact, high 
pub prices may well have the opposite effect. 

For a long time now the high bar tariffs have 
encouraged people to get tanked up before 
they even set foot out the front door. 

At least when drinking pints in a pub you 
stand a fighting chance of keeping track of what 
you’ve had and spreading your drinking over 
the course of a night. Whereas we all know meas¬ 
ures tend to be more generous at home, and hur¬ 
ried rounds of shots, downed before jumping into 
a taxi, is hardly a healthy thing to encourage. 

But this is exactly what is happening. 

No one is arguing that irresponsible drinking 
in town centres does not cause problems. It 
does, but taxation is not the way to deal with it. 

It’s possible to see a case for banning drinks 
promotions and happy hours, but just increasing 
the price is a simplistic response that is bound 
to fail, and could even exacerbate the problems. 

People want to drink because it can be fun, 
sociable and at best the friendly local can 
become a focus for communities both. 

I live in a village which is lucky enough to 


have a thriving pub, frequented by characters 
from all walks of life who come together for a 
chat over a couple of pints. 

It plays a key role in the community and its 
role, should it be lost due to yet another govern¬ 
ment enforced price hike, could send us all scur¬ 
rying back to our homes never to meet, greet 
and socialise with one another again. Which, 
given this is the sort of community every gov¬ 
ernment wants to be seen to be encouraging, 
would be a mighty blow were it to be lost. 

As Mr Neame says: “Most people in the coun¬ 
try want to have a strong, vibrant pub near 
them, characterised by great beer, good food 
and wine and, crucially, good ambience and fel¬ 
lowship. Such pubs exist, but they are strug¬ 
gling against a government that has come to 
regard pubs as a tax-collection point on one 
hand and a social problem on the other.” 

I’ll raise a glass to protecting them.

How was the club established? 

The Twins Club was set up because some of the families 
said that although they appreciated the practical help a 
volunteer could provide, what they would really like would 
be to talk to other families in the same situation. 

I took over running it in February this year. 

How does it operate in Swale? 

In our area there seems to be a high number of multiple 
births and the parents feel the group gives them the time to 
relax while their children are able to play safely. 

They are also able to talk freely about any concerns they 
have and receive information from Home Start, knowing we 
provide a confidential service. 

Parents also find they make good friends within the group 
and often meet up at other times. 

What are the particular issues? 

Twins are hard work and apart from the extra feeding, 
changing, sleeping problems etc that are caused, there are 
many practical problems to overcome. 

An example is going out: It can take longer to prepare to go 
anywhere, double buggies do not fit around some places 
and even baby changing facilities can cause a problem. 

Most of them are not designed to fit a double buggy in. 

And what has been your most important finding? 

Having twins can also be very costly. You have to buy 
double of everything.

Ten years on he still has the 
same youthful good looks, which 
today are partially covered with a 
little beard, and he still draws a 
screaming crowd to premieres, 
but he’s a far more serious actor. 

He campaigns about the envi¬ 
ronment, is politically outspoken 
and chooses his roles carefully. 

When we meet to discuss his 
latest film, Body Of Lies, at a 
swish London hotel, it’s just days 
after Barack Obama’s historic US 
presidential election victory and 
DiCaprio is clearly thrilled. 

“I was in Rome [on election day]. 
I stayed up all night and watched 
the results come in and it was an 
overwhelming, resounding victory 
for our fantastic new president. I 
couldn’t be more excited,” he says. 

Appropriately, Body Of Lies 
deals with the very real ramifica¬ 
tions of the outgoing President 
George W Bush’s ‘war on terror’ in 
the Middle East. 

DiCaprio plays Roger Ferris, a 
CIA agent on the ground, spying 
on terrorist cells, while a fattened- 
up Russell Crowe plays Ed 
Hoffman, who plans Ferris’ opera¬ 
tions from his laptop back home 
in the USA. 

The 34-year-old said: “In a tur¬ 
bulent time like this, when the US 
is occupying the Middle East, 
here you have a highly trained 
CIA operative who’s very effective 
at what he does, he’s forged valu¬ 
able relationships in the Middle 
East but he’s not looking for that

quick fix, the appearance of victo¬ 
ry, he’s looking for long-term solu¬ 
tions and he’s trying to respect 
the culture and reach a positive 
result. Meanwhile his country is 
constantly undermining him and 
usurping his intelligence and I 
feel like my character was operat¬ 
ing in a higher moral context than 
his country would like him to, and 
that’s fascinating for me. 

“He also goes on a long journey 
where he isn’t beholden to any 
country or idealistic thought or 
political regime, and he doesn’t 


necessarily believe in the war. 
What a great character to be able 
to play, certainly at a time like 
this.” 

You could almost believe that 
DiCaprio was talking about him¬ 
self or the new US administra¬ 
tion. 

“There’s a lot of differences 
between the old administration 
and the new one,” he says. 

“Obama’s been very vocal about 
wanting to stop the war in the 
Middle East and the American 
people have spoken in droves

about that as well. What’s been 
beautiful for me, going on this 
film tour, is to see how supportive 
the rest of the world has been 
about Obama winning. 

“It’s really a special time in my 
life to watch this historic event 
and it’s been more profound that I 
ever imagined.” 

In January, DiCaprio will team 
up with Titanic co-star Kate 
Winslet again in the Oscar-tipped 
Revolutionary Road, directed by 
Winslet’s husband, Sam Mendes. 

But rather than recapturing the 
star-crossed lovers on the doomed 
ship, DiCaprio and Winslet play a 
young couple in 1950s America, 
struggling to make their relation¬ 
ship work. 

“She’s one of my best friends 
and we’ve been in communication 
a lot since Titanic. This project 
sort of came out of nowhere, it was 
one she had secretly been devel¬ 
oping,” he explains. 

“We both knew the territory 
very well and all the stuff that 
would come with us working 
together again, but this was a 
unique piece of material. For a 
relationship movie, this was dia¬ 
metrically opposed to what we 
had done before.”

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Take the big ship to Dunkirk

WE’RE pretty lucky here in Kent: 
we can genuinely boast some beau¬ 
tiful countryside, some great 
restaurants and decent days out. 

All in all it’s a good place to live. 

And when we want to get away for a few 
days, we are surely the best placed in Britain: 
Europe is just 22 miles away. 

I never understand why people subject 
themselves to a day driving to Devon or 
Cornwall only to face endless jams and over¬ 
priced food? 

Heading across the Channel has always 
seemed the better option to me. 

Two hours on a ferry and you are in a charm¬ 
ing foreign country and if the mood takes you, 
you can be in a Mediterranean cafe in less 
time than it takes you to drive to a Cornish 
beach in summer. 

And for a short break, France has always 
offered the people of Kent a lot. 

I’d forgotten what Dunkirk was like. It’s 
right on our doorstep really but over the years 
I have missed it because I’ve either turned 
right at the port heading for Le Touquet or 
Normandy or if I have tinned left I’ve general¬ 
ly been heading for Germany or further east. 

NorfolkLine ferries out of Dover will take 
you to Dunkirk port in two hours for just £19 
if you chose your time right. 

Well the port’s not actually in Dunkirk, the 
town’s another 11km east but don’t miss the 
charming little town of Gravelines which is 
actually much closer and definitely worth a visit. 

A walled town surrounded by canals, it has 
markets twice a week, pretty architecture and 
my meal in Le Harlequin restaurant near the 
seafront ranks in my top ten seafood meals, 
ever. 

Dunkirk though is a bustling town which 
still feels prosperous and balances nicely its 


historic past and industrial present with the 
shopping and restaurants demanded by visi¬ 
tors. 

After a few days in France the only thing I 
ever miss is a decent cup of tea, so I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find a really lovely tearoom, 
La Palmeraie. 

It’s decorated with an African jungle theme, 
tucked away just off the main shopping centre, 
and it is popular with locals of all ages who 
popped for a cup of Darjeeling or Earl Grey (or 
about a dozen other types) along with a crepe 
or gaufre (a pancake or waffle respectively). 

Dunkirk has a lot of history, founded in the 
8th Century it is still France’s third most 
important port (and I learned the very last city 
to be liberated in 1945). 

Damn, I was determined not to mention 
1940, Operation Dynamo or the Little Ships, 
so I won’t - but be assured the town has not 
forgotten. 

History goes back way before the Wars 
though, so look out for Jean Bart. You won’t miss 
him, there’s a huge statue in the centre of town. 


Part private pirate 
and part French naval 
man, during the late 
1600s Dunkirk’s most 
celebrated son saved 
Paris from starvation 
and gave the British 
Navy a kicking at sea 
too. 

An interesting chap 
as I discovered to my 
delight at the Musee 
Portuaire (picture left). 

I’m not a big fan of 
museums but I was 
genuinely pleased I 
popped in. Alongside a 
look the dockworkers’ 
lives over the years in 
Dunkirk, and a sum¬ 
mary of the aforemen¬ 
tioned M. Bart’s suc¬ 
cesses, there is a special exhibition until 
January: The Story of the Liner. 

Dunkirk made 11 between 1914 and 1966 
and the museum shows models with mock up 
cabins and uniforms. But the jewel for me is the 
24-minute colour promotional film from 1953. A 
true insight into the time complete with period 
racial stereotyping and everyone smoked (well 
they were French). 

Nowadays smoking 
indoors is banned and 
the social character of 
France has changed 
slightly. But for a cou¬ 
ple of days, the town 
offers a convenient- 
taste of France on our 
doorstep.

'Tenants can 
look beyond 
social sector' 

HOUSING minister Margaret Beckett 
has distanced herself from reports that 
the Government is considering scrap¬ 
ping lifetime social tenancies, but she 
has said she would like to see people try 
to move into the private sector. 

Speaking at a seminar organised by 
The Smith Institute think tank, Mrs 
Beckett described the housing reform 
green paper on social housing as “very 
much a work in progress”. 

She said: “I’ve made no decision, and 
nor has any minister, on the content and 
timing of the green paper. 

“We’ve made substantial improve¬ 
ments to the housing stock, [but] we’ve 
not been nearly so good in investing in 
people who are living in these homes.” 

And Mrs Beckett indicated that she 
wanted to encourage social tenants or 
would-be social tenants to look beyond 
social housing to the private sector. 

“If people could find greater stability 
and security in the private rented sector, 
or could take advantage of low-cost 
home ownership, then maybe fewer 
would think social housing was their 
only option,” she said. 

Charity alarmed by 
economic distress 

EIGHTY per cent of those who took part 
in a recent survey want the Government 
to be more active in helping homeown¬ 
ers at risk of having their homes repos¬ 
sessed to combat the risk of people being 
forced on to the streets this winter. 

The poll, for homeless 
charity St Mungo’s, 
also found 52 per cent 
of Britons are con¬ 
cerned about their 
financial situation and 
more are now cutting 
down their spending on 
gas, electricity, heating 
and food. 

‘We are witnessing a 
downturn in the econo¬ 
my that is being felt at 
all levels of society,” said St Mungo’s 
chief executive Charles Fraser. 

“The Government needs to act quickly 
if we are to avoid a sharp increase of 
rough sleepers on the streets.” 


THE economic situation could 
mean a new approach for profes¬ 
sionals selling homes, according to 
experts. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors says the business of typical ‘old- 
style’ estate agents has hit a 30-year low, sell¬ 
ing an average of just one home a week. 

Property auctions have usually been regard¬ 
ed as a surefire way of getting rid of homes 
that are difficult to shift, but one last month 
involved 74 lots of homes and land - and 
received just three bids and no sales. 

While some vendors are now adopting 
unusual tactics, from staging raffles to throw¬ 
ing in free cars or holidays with their homes, a 
few pioneering estate agents are considering 
revolutionising the way they sell properties. 

Lauristons estate agency is now charging a 
£999 flat fee for selling a home instead of the

two per cent to three per cent charged by most 
of its high street rivals, saving prospective sell¬ 
ers of average priced properties as much as 
£ 8 , 000 . 

“The market’s changing and the current eco¬ 
nomic climate means it probably won’t be the 
same in the future,” warned the firm’s sales 
and marketing director, Steve Truman. 

Thomley Groves, a traditional estate agency 
chain, has bought 25 per cent of Brightsale, a 
pioneering online estate agency. 

Brightsale has no physical ‘branch’. Its 
trained negotiators instead advise sellers on 
how to handle buyers, and will arrange floor 
plans, photographs and brochures. The fee, if a 
home sells, is 0.5 per cent, or only a sixth of the 
levy by many conventional agents. 

We’d been searching for a way to bring 


estate agencies into the 21st century. Clients 
love what we do but in the internet era they 
expect more.” said Thomley Groves’ managing 
director, Michael Groves. 

“Estate agencies have a long way to go to 
harness the power of the internet for the ben¬ 
efit of their customers.” 

Two other estate agents are trying a differ¬ 
ent idea - swapping houses. Lynn Thompson 
and Chris Tinsley run separate agencies but 
have joined forces to try to ‘match’ sellers, who 
are encouraged to swap properties of equal 
value, or trade up or down and pay the differ¬ 
ence 

While some of these pioneering efforts may 
fall by the wayside when the housing market 
picks up - business consultancies and agents 
themselves suggest 2010 as the earliest date 
that will happen - at least a few of these 
schemes may last long enough to become 
mainstream as house selling changes.

Hyundai and Kia soar to 
join top five carmakers 


AUTOCAR magazine has named 
Hyundai-Kia as its Automotive 
Manufacturer of the Year at its annual 
award ceremony in London. 

Citing the Korean giant’s “mind-blow¬ 
ing” ambition, editor Chas Hallet present¬ 
ed the title to Mr Nam-Yong Kim, presi¬ 
dent of Hyundai-Kia’s European research 
and development centre in Germany. 

Hallett said: “When the irrepressible 
Hyundai-Kia group started talking, just 
a few years ago, about wanting to 
become the world’s fifth largest car com¬ 
pany behind Toyota, GM, Ford and Audi- 
VW, many of us were sceptical. 

“Then the Korean group got serious. 
They hatched a plan to assemble a 
European design and engineering team 
to conceive a range of models for Europe.” 

The product of a merger in 1998, 
Hyundai-Kia currently dominate the 
Korean domestic car market with an 80 
per cent share and this year became the 
world’s fifth largest car-maker according 
to Automotive News in the US. 



Asda sparks price war 
by cutting petrol costs 


SUPERMARKET giant Asda has 
reignited the fuel price war by lowering 
its petrol prices to 90.9p per litre. 

It is Asda’s tenth consecutive cut since 
July and brings prices to their lowest 
level since April 2007. The price of diesel 
has been reduced to 105.9p per litre. 

With the price of crude oil continuing 
to fall, other retailers will be under pres¬ 
sure to follow Asda's lead. 

The price of a barrel has dropped to 
barely 50 US dollars (£33), from almost 
$150 (£100) in early July. 

Car giants beg for cash 

THE three biggest US carmakers have 
pleaded with Congress for a $25 billion 
lifeline to save their once-proud compa¬ 
nies from collapse. 

“Our industry... a bridge to span the 
financial chasm that has opened up 
before us,” said General Motors’ chief 
Rick Wagoner. 

Chrysler chief Robert Nardelli, added 
that a bailout would be “the least costly 
alternative” when compared with dam¬ 
age from bankruptcy. 

But Republican Senators argues that 
“inefficient production” and “costly 
labour agreements” have put the US 
carmakers at a disadvantage against 
foreign rivals.

Ford changes into top 
gear with new Fiesta 


HAVING done more than anyone 
to make the supermini popular 
in the UK after launching the 
original Fiesta in 1976, Ford then 
rested on its laurels. 

The company will say the newly-launched 
replacement is the Mark VII’, but it is really 
only the fourth generation. 

Ford has turned Fiesta facelifts into an art 
form and even managed to spin-off the guts of 
one version to create the underpinnings of the 
original Ka. You just have to admire such 
salesmanship and nerve, though it helps when 
you are market leader and have a vice-like grip 
on the fleet sector. 

But times are changing: the nation wants to 
downsize and cut costs and emissions while 
Ford would like to ease out of the cut-throat 
business sector, move upmarket and woo 
private buyers. 

The US car giant is also looking outside 
the Fiesta’s traditional UK and Europe strong¬ 
hold, to create a global supermini with all the 
consequent economies of scale.

then all-new - but not especially loved - 2002 
Fiesta, Ford has gone for another fresh start. 

And it’s an impressive one. 

Physically, the car is the same scale as before, 
rather than a ‘super-supermini’ like the 
Peugeot 207 and Renault Clio, perhaps to 
protect sales of the bigger Focus. 

Nevertheless, I thought the knee room good, 
though lofty passengers will just have to lump 
it, for the terrific coupe roofline common to both 
body styles. 

Styling inside is typically well-arranged and 
quality and durability is top-notch, but the 
drive clinches the deal for me; a well-judged 
balance between typically sharp handling 
and ride, light yet responsive steering and a 
terrific gearshift. 

It is a tough call deciding the engine though. I 
like the all-round competence of the 1.4 TDCi 
diesel, but the frugal road tax-exempt/low emis¬ 
sion 1.6TDCi diesel ECOnetic is due in January. 

Then again, do not ignore the petrol models; 
they are so quiet and frugal that they could be 
your best buy if petrol versus diesel pump 
prices still diverge and your mileages are only 
average.

BABY HOT HATCHES carsferkent.co.uk « 

IT'S not just owners of family cars who are having to downsize their ambitions under pressure from rising fuel costs and road tax - 
performance car owners are also having to get real. Their answer can be found in the buoyant secondhand market for supermini hot 
hatchbacks like the three little scorchers featured here. No, your insurance premiums won't be a lot better, but you will save on fuel and 
tax and driving enjoyment could be even higher than before, even if some creature and ride comfort is sacrificed. 



FORD has been one of the champions of hot hatches over the years 
with its XR and recent ST versions of standard models. The Fiesta 
ST upholds the tradition in terms of pace and handling even if it can 
be noisy and ride comfort is primitive. Power comes from a feisty 
148bhp 2.0-litre engine so the lowered stance and styling add-ons 
do not flatter to deceive but, as when new, the Fiesta is not the 
cheapest contender on the market. 


SOMETHING of an unsung hero, this turbocharged 150bhp 1.5- 
litre three-door supermini delivers a lot of bangs for your bucks 
and withstands the potential thrashing hot hatchbacks can be 
exposed to. 'Mitsi' has made a good job of ensuring the car's extra 
urge is delivered progressively and when you want it, although the 
driving experience is not one of the best. The car is well made 
though and spacious and imaginatively trimmed inside. 


SEAT is the affordable performance brand in the VW Group, with its 
FR and Cupra versions of standard cars epitomising that label and 
winning big sales. The Ibiza Cupra is one of the stars and usually seen 
in bright yellow and red; something of trademark in a market where 
most cars have a metallic paint job. Diesel and petrol versions are 
offered and share pin sharp handling and a decent ride quality - not 
always compatible in a small hot hatch.

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Innovative changes 
to support network 

■ BYTONYPATEY 

A HUGE shake-up of the publicly- 
funded business support structure 
across the South East is to take 
place over the next two years. 

A new network of eight so-called ‘innovation 
and growth teams’ is being set up across the 
region. One will be in Kent, but the exact loca¬ 
tion has yet to be decided. 

Teams - being generated by the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda) - will 
focus on regional growth areas and will merge, 
under one umbrella, a range of business sup¬ 
port activities. 

It’s all part of the Government’s wide-rang¬ 
ing agenda to reduce the number of publicly- 
funded business support schemes and simpli¬ 
fy the system by 2010. 

Each of the nation’s regional development 
agencies is working out its own programme 
and the team idea is Seeda’s own approach. 

In the South East, there’ll be a greater 
emphasis on the role of Business Link, and 
Seeda is inviting applications from sub-region¬ 
al partnerships to form teams. 

Seeda says the initiative will give a broader 
approach to promoting innovation and growth. 

Teams will target support on potentially 
high-growth businesses, in comparison with 
the county’s enterprise hub network which 
focuses on early stage entrepreneurial individ¬ 
uals and companies to help bring ideas to mar¬ 
ket quickly and profitably. 

Kent’s hubs are currently based in 
Canterbury, Sittingboume and Medway, but 
the idea is that the new teams will have more 
resources at their disposal. 

A Seeda statement said: “Teams will be 
working with ambitious companies that are 
further along the development path and are 
aiming to make step changes in terms of their 
growth.” 

Marilyn Huckerby, head of Seeda’s business 
innovation and growth, said: “It will represent 
better use of expertise, knowledge and best 
practice, and accelerate business through the

growth stages from start-up to corporate.” 

She said the teams will “focus intensive sup¬ 
port on a relatively small number of business¬ 
es”. Each team will work with 250 companies 
at any one time. 

Firms with growth potential will be picked 
where there is some perceived barrier or chal¬ 
lenge holding them back and referrals would 
take place via Business Link through a range 
of initial avenues. 

She added: “The new definition of innovation 
is broader in order to better target high 
growth potential. It doesn’t just cover high- 
technology products but also new ways of 
doing things. 

“The end game is to generate more revenue 
from new or significantly improved products 
and services.” 

Will the idea save any money? Seeda said: 
“The development of the teams is not about 
saving money. It is about bringing together the 


funding that was going into a number of differ¬ 
ent high-growth business support activities so 
it can be targeted more effectively and can be 
used to catalyse additional services and sup¬ 
port from local partners and stakeholders. 

“The economies of scale that this generates 
mean that more money can be diverted to 
those companies with significant potential.” 

Sub-regional partnerships will be private 
and public local organisations. Seeda says 
each will be led by a so-called business cham¬ 
pion, and will involve universities, research 
centres, Business Link, local authorities and, 
where appropriate, business associations such 
as the Institute of Directors and chambers of 
commerce. 

Interestingly, they can also be concerned 
with “developing innovative solutions to local 
economic issues, for example, transport, age¬ 
ing population and where businesses and pub¬ 
lic sector could work together”.
